Since you have been pleas'd to publiſh them, 
I have thought fit to ſalute you by theſe, to 
repeat the ſame Obſervations, and to add 
what further Improvements my long Expe- 
rience in the Practiſe of the Cold Bathipg has 

taught me, to be worthy of Obſervation. 
I. © There was a Man ſo raving Mad, that 
© he was bound in Fetters ; having firſt tried 
* all Evacuations, uſual in ſuch Cafes, toge- 
« ther with Opiats in great Quantity, but to 
% no purpoſe, I at length plung'd him ex im- 
<« proviſo into a great Veſſel of cold Water, and 
at the ſame time throwing with great Vio- 
« lence, Ten or Twelve Pails full of cold Wa- 
© ter on his Head; but that not ſucceeding,the 
next Day, having the Conveniency of a Fall 
« of Water, about halfa Mile off, I caus'd him 
* to be placed in a Cart, and ftrip'd from his 
« Cloaths;and,being blindfolded, that the Sur- 
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_ [prize might be the greater, "a was let fall 
* on a ſudden a great Fall or Ruſh of Water, 
„ about 20 Foot high, under which he was 
s continued ſo long as his Strength would 
« well permit: This ſucceeded ſo well, that 
« after his return home, he fell into a deep 


sleep for the ſpace of 29 Hours, and | | 


© awaken'd in as quiet and ſerene a State of 
Mind as ever, and ſo continues to this Day, 
it being now about 12 Months fince; but 
* in ſome hypochonariac and paralytick Caſes, 
« I have not found it to ſucceed ſo well.

« deſiring farther Advice, brought into Conſul- 
% tation with me the learned Dr. Pitcarne of 
« Edinbourgh, unto whom I wrote, that all the 
“Hopes I had of recovering him, was by ow 
« ceeding in the cold Regimen of Bathing, as 
* he was now in: Of which the Doctor ap- 
< proved; but farther adviſed the Cataract, or 
« fall of Water, from a Mill, to which I con- 
« ſented ; it appearing reaſonable, a majori, 
“ from the greater Force and Preſſure : ; ſo 

e the Boy under the Deſcent of the 
— Water- fall about 12 or 14 Foot high, de 
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te the Water's greateſt Force might fall upon 
cc that Part which I ſuſpected to be the Weak- 
* eſt, and keeping him under it about the ſpace 
_ « of 3 Minutes the firſt time, and ſo daily 
| © lengthning the time to Seven or Eight Mi- 


« nutes, allowing ſome few Intervals in this 
e cataractical Courſe; the Boy, in avery little 


c time, recover'd, and was as brisk and nimble 
_ « as ever he was in his Life. 


We find when a Perſon has been much ex- 


pos'd to Cold, in the Winter time, and that 


the froſty Air has blown full in his Face, he 


no ſooner enters a Houſe than he obſerves his 


Face ſeiz'd with a fluſhing of Heat; it firſt 


begins with a ſmarting Senſation, as it were a 


medium, betwixt Pleaſure and Pain, then do's 


the Heat become more intenſe, till once the 
Blood having penetrated the Pores of the ob- 
ſtructed Capillaries acquires a more free Cir- 
culation, which when obtain'd, we find this 


Senſation of Heat to decay apace. When one 


has been travelling a Horſe-back in a cold 


froſty Day, he is child by Degrees, until his 
Extremities are quite benumm'd, whenhe re- 
tires from the Cold and goes to a warmer 
Place, the firſt thing he obſerves is a certain 


dull heavy tenſive Pain, not without conſi- 


derable uneaſineſs, which begins at the upper- 


moſt of the benumm'd Part, and gradually de- 
ſcends to the Extremity of either the Fingers 


or Toes, upon which follow, firſt, an [n- 
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has forc'd its way, the Diameters of the 
Cuapillaries there have acquir'd their natural 
Capacity, and the Pores are enlarg'd to a 


convenient bigneſs for the more free tranſmiſ- 


ſion of the tranſpiring Particles When Chil- 
dren and School Boys have for ſome time di- 


verted themſelves with the throwing of Snow 
Balls: At their firſt handling the Snow it af- 
fordsa certain ſmarting and benumming Senſa- 
tion 3 but a little after they have the Idea of a 


pretty intenſe Heat, though if another at the 


ſame time ſhould feel the Hand of ſuch an one, 


he can perceive no ſuch Heat as that Perſon com- 
plains of, but rather a Coldneſs and Moiſtneſs. 


When one has lain down in a Bed in a cold Win- 


ter Night, if the Bed has not been warm'd, he's |} 
frightned with the Coldneſs and Chillineſs in 


the Sheets at firſt; but when he has put his 


Body in a quiet Poſture, he, within a little, 


obſerves a gentle Heat feize all his Body by 


degrees ; and when People either go into, or 
place any of their Members amang the cold 


Water, ſo foon as the Coldneſs is over a gen- 


tle and ſometimes more intenſe Heat ſue. 
Theſe natural Conſequences of the cold 
Air, Snow and Water, are ſufficient methinks 


to inſtru&- us, after what manner the Cold 


Bathing ſhould be practis'd, and therefore 
Sir, [ wiſh borh Sir Fobn Floyer, and you, had 


more Pains to ſhew how it ſhould. be 


made Uſe of in the ſeveral Cafes wherein it's

ſucceeded with the greateſt Diſadvantages, jult 
ſo in the cold Bathing, It's certainly one 
of the beſt of Remedies, if ſutable to the Dif- 
_ eaſe, and rightly apply'd ; but if on the con- 
| trary it be apply d when the Diſeaſe will not 
admit of it, and if the Application of it be not 
- | rightly gone about, then its Conſequences are 
ac very bade. 
Ing order then to perfwade to the Uſe, and 
do direct to the right Application of it, I ſhall 4 
= begin with Infants; there is nothing can con- " 
| | duce more towards the rendring them Health- 4 
ful, Strong and Robuſt, than the beginning - 
very early to Waſh, nay to Plunge, them a- 1 
mong the cold Water, and to continue in the | 
conſtant Uſe of this every Day; this is what 
renders the Scotch Highlanders ſo Healthful, 
and ſo capable to endure the moſt exceſſive 
Cold. And this is what every Perſon, if they 
Have a mind to try it, may he ſenſible of from 
| their own Experience; for as we ſee, that 
though the Cuticula of the Face be the thin- 
eſt of any, though there be proportionally a 
greater quantity of nervous Filaments and ca- 
Pillary Blood Veſſels diſpers d in the Cutis _ 
Foo +" "6a 
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| the Face, than in any other Part of the Body, 
yet by its being always expos'd to the We 
we are capable to endure more Cold in the 
Face than in any Part of the Body; fo that 
if Decency and Modeſty would permit us to 
go altogether naked, we ſhould be much more 
capable to reſiſt the Injuries of the Air, than 
we are after the uſing of Cloaths, unleſs we 
would accuſtom our ſelves to the continual 
Uſe of Bathing in the cold Water. For this 
is a certain Advantage that attends it in In- 
fants, it renders the Fibers of their ſlender and 
griſly Bones more Compact, Firm and Solid; 
it contracts the Pores of the Skin fo far, 2s. 
to prevent any extraordinary exhauſting of the 
Spirits in the infenſible Tranſpiration, by 
which the Blood continues to Circulate more 
freely, and all our Faculties both of Soul and 
Body exert themſelves more eaſily; for 
fince it's from too great exhauſting of the Spi- 
rits that a Dulneſs and Weariedneſs proceeds; 
ſo whatever prevents the preternatural Evapo- 
rat ion of theſe Spirits and other Fluids in our 
Body, that is the beſt mean to continue us 
vigorous and of a chearful Temper. And that 
the conſtricting of the Pores is the natural 
Effect of the cold Bathing, appears plainly from 
that eaſy gentle Heat of our Body af; ter the 
Coolneſs is over, proceeding from the Blood's 
making its way with the greater force through 
the ſtraitned en of the Capillaries,

Thus I-think' I have accounted how the 
cold Bathing becomes beneficial to us, by pre- 


venting an extraordinary 41 iſpendium of the 


Spirits, and by being the mean of retaining ent 


within the Blood, thereby to render us more 


Lively and Vigorous, from this I can at- 


count, for all the good Effects are produe cd 
by the cold Bathing : For whereas by keeping

their Appetite is both vitiated and irregular.) 
And in frequent cold Bathing, whereby their 
muſcular Fibers receive a better tone, acquire 
a better reſort, ſpring or elaſticity, and are, 
more capable of Motion, in which they are

aſſiſted by the Spirits being retain'd and not 


diſproportional ly evaporated. And as I have had 
ſeveral Years Experience in the Diſeaſes of 
Children, and applied my ſelf particularly to 
that Part of the Practiſe of Phyſick, ſo I ne- 


ver yet obſerv d, that if the Nurſe was careful 


to keep the Child clean, if it receivd a mode- 
rate Dyet, at ſeaſonable Times of the Day, 
and was plung'd into cold Water every Morn- 


ing, being well dried and rubbed down aſter- 


wards, that ſuch a Child was thereafter affected 


with the Rickets.. 


I ſhall not ſwell this Letter with the re- 


cital of the various Obſervations I have made 
in my Practiſe upon the Diſtempers of-Chil- 
dren, eſpecially in the Cure of the Rickets; 
let it ſuffice to tell you, that they have been 
recommended to my Care, who have been af- 
flicted with a great variety of Symptoms of 
the ſame Diſtemper, ſuch as having their 
Head a third part more large than the natu- 
ral Proportion, the Coronal Bone divided 


from the Coronal Suture to the Root of 


the Noſe, and the Fontinelle or Bregma, 


much larger and longer open than uſual; 


and 


their Brow broad and large; their Eyes MW 
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and lower Jaw drawn in narrow to the pale” 
of the Chin,inthoſe who never had any Teeth, 
or if they had, they were fallen out; their 

Clavicles big at each Extremity and often di- 
ſtorted; the Sternum narrow as that of a Capon, 
with the Ribs on each Side bended inwards, 
ſtraitning the Lungs ſo as they could not ſuffi- * 
ciently expand themſelves, from whence pro- 
ceeded a quickneſs of Reſpiration and difficul- 
ty of Breathing ; their Belly big and hard, 
having ſometimes a great Looſeneſs, and at 
other times more conſtipated, Two or Three 
Pertebre of the Loins ſenfibly protuberent, 


and the Interſtices between them (where we. 
rare ſaid to bend our Back) ſo flexible, that the 
could not be kept in an erect Poſture ; their 
# Limbs emaciated, and Legs often diſtorted. All 
theſe I have obſerved. as the Symptoms of that 
we call the Bowel Rickets, being till accom-. 
ny'd with a continual and.irregular Appetite: 
On the other Hand I have obſerved them of a 
freſh ſanguine Colour feemingly Eleſhly and 
Strong, but when arriv'd at the Six or Se- 


venth Month of Age fo feeble, that they 


could not put a Foot to the Ground, nor be 
| any ways made to ſtand upright ; after which, 
when it was expected their Teeth would ap- 
| pear, nothing of them is to be ſeen; and nor 
| their Colour becomes faded, their Fleſh flaccid _ 
and looſe, all their Joints inordinately big, their * 
= whole Body ſo Feeble that they cannot move,

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their Appetite and Digeſtion bad: And this is 


what they call the Joint Rickets, And here I 


muſt obſer ve, that as the Faſhion or Mode of o- 


ther things vary in proceſs of Time, fo it would 
ſeem Diſeaſes do ſo too; Pandoras's Box ſeems 


daily to ſend forth a new ſupply, When firſt 
began ta have Experience in theſe Diſeaſes 


of Children, which was betwixt Twenty and 


Thirty Years ago, the Joint Rickets was that 


which I chiefly obſerv'd to affect the Chil- 


_ dren, ſcarce any thing of the Bowel Rickets 


was then to be ſeen ; now on the contrary, 
though the Joint Rickets do ſometimes hap- 
pen, yet the Bowel Rickets are by far- the 


more frequent.

The Cure of both chiefly conſiſts in re- 
ctifying bad nutritious Juices, and in evacu- 
ating and altering the vicious Humours, for 


the Fibers of their Stowach not having ac- 
quir d their natural Tone, what Food they take 


is not ſufficiently attenuated nor prepar'd, for 


its being converted into Chyle, and under-go- 


ing the ſeveral Secretions throughout the Bo- 
dy, the Particles remain Groſs and Viſ- 
cus, the Humours become ſo vitiated that 
they are no ways adapted for Nutrition, ſo 


that they become a fomes to ſuch Diſtem- 
pets as are the Rickets and the like; and when 


once this Viſcoſity begins to infeſt the Sto- 


mack, then it is that all the Aliments re- 
ceiv'd do acquire that ſame vitiated Tex- 


ture, with the Humours with which they 
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are mix'd, and inſtead of nouriſhing the Bo- 
dy, they nouriſh the Diſeaſes in the Body. ' 
To remedy all this, the Method I always 
found moſt. effectual was; if the Child was 


Weak and Feeble, though ſeemingly - San- 
guine and Fleſhy, to take ſome Blood in the 
Jugular, that the Quantity being diminiſh'd, 
the remainder might cireulate the more freely, 
be the better attenuated, and the different Se- 

cretions from it might be the more eaſily per- 
form'd. 2dly, To apply either a Setton in 
the Neck, or Iſſue either in Neck or Arm, 
for a gradual Evacuation of what noxious Hu- 
mours were already in the Blood. Or 34h, 


The applying of a Veſicatory to the Neck: 
. 1 All theſe Three may be omitted if the Child 


is emaciated and of a thin Conſtitution; but 


in the next Place it is highly requiſite to eva- 
cuate the noxious Humours in the Stomach, 


by a gentle Emetick proportioned to the 
Strength of the Patient ; for though Purga- 


| tives ſerve to carry off the Humours, yet 1 


rather adviſe to make the Evacuation per ſupe- 
riora firſt, before any Endeavour was made to 


cleanſe the reſt of the prime vie, for by giv- 


ing the Purgative rather than the Emetick 


firſt, the Humours may be carried down in 


too great an abundance and threaten a Diarrhea, 
which may be of bad Conſequence in heavy 


and humorous Children, whereas by firſt eva- : 
cuating what Humours are contain'd in the 


= Stomach, thoſe that remain in the Inteſtines 
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may afterwards be more gradually carried 
downwards without any eminent Hazard, but 
all theſe muſt be committed to the prudent 
Management of theſe concern'd :. The next 
thing is to have recourſe to Aromaticks and 
Stomachicks, ſuch as may be ſutable for the 
Child's Palate and Strength, that the remain- 
ing viſcuous Humours in the Stomach and 
Inteſtines may be attenuated, that fo the 
Blood being rendred more ſubcile, the ſeveral 
Operations in the Body, ſuch as Nutrition 
and the other Secretions, may be more regu · 
larly perform'd. 
And now it is time to betake to the cold 
| Bathing, where in the General it is to be ob- 
ſerved, that where the Patient has not been 
accuſtomed to it, the previous general Eva- 
cuations of Bleeding, Vomiting and Purging, 
are requiſite, but ſtill with a due Regard ro 
the Conſtitution and Circumſtances of the Pa- 
tient. Thus in Children, if either Mother or 
' Nurſe have neglected to waſh them well with 
cold Water in a Morning, before they begin 
to be ſeiz d with this Diſtemper, (which was 
certainly a great Commiſſion) they may tirſt - 
begin to throw on the cold Water upon the 
lower Extremities, then proceed to the Ver- 
tebre Lumborum and Back, and ſo gradually 
on, till they have ſo accuſtomed the Child ro Ii. 
ſuch an uſe of the cold Water, that they may «il 
ſafely plunge it over Head and Ears, and at | 
ter the e Immerſion rub it well all over with a

warm Cloth in the Winter, in which it is 
afterwards to be wrap'd, and then laid down 
in a Bed in the Nurſes Arms, on purpoſe to 
encourage any Inclination it may have to 
Sweat.

or ſo, but thereafter to be continued longer 
in the Water till it be ſuffieiently cool'd;

I now come to conſider the Uſe of the cold 
Pera by thoſe that are adult, and that ei- 
ther in a healthful or a morbid State. There 
can be no better mean for preſerving of Health 
chan that of frequent walhing or bathing in 
j cold Water, provided it be done at conveni- 
ent Times and Seaſons, and without all doubt

an to ſuſpect ſhe had an Hydropſy, and 
Ailing confilted we, 1 was of N fame 
thought, for her Belly was very hard and 
ſwell'd, all her other Parts were emaciated ; 
ſhe had a Pulſus creber & debilis, Menſtru- 
orum obſtructio, but no Urine ſuppre{ſio, nor 
any conſiderable Thirſt, though both fre- 
quently happen in ſuch Caſes. I advis'd her 
to undergo the Paratentbeſis immediately, 
but being fearful of the Operation, ſhe deſired 
of me to take any other Method of Cure I 
8 , except that. I preſcribd all the 
internal Medicines requifite, but in vaitt;
